THE UNIVERSITY'S ROLE 
IN A RENEWED AGRICULTURE 



There is no need for us to 
participate in a perpetuation of a 
system which mix the farming popu- 
lation among the most oppressed j 
sociologically and economically. 
There is also no need for agricul- 
ture to be considered as a business 
(profit maximization) when at the 
same time we rely so heavily upon it. 
Food is a right. 

As students of the faculty of 



perpetuate a system where unheal.- 
thy food is cheapest and therefore 
encouraging exploitation of the lo- 
wer economic stratum. There is no 
need to develop new soft drinks 
and t.v. -dinners. >torketing, while 
necessary for the distribution of 
goods, as reach ridiculous level as 
a tool for the new "create a supply- 
create a demand" law. There should 
not be any >need for our specializa- 
tion as agronomists before acquiring 
the ability to understand the power 
of food. And this understanding 
must be balanced by a philosophy di- 
recting the equitable distribution 
of this power. 

We are the people of the future 
which is today. The economic varia- 
bles of the post world war tw9 period 
are the exception rather than the rule 
and we must be taught how to deal 
with the problems that are already 
facing our world. Feeding the world 
is not only a matter of technology, 
but it is a matter of politicsras in 
the restructuring of the land tenure 
system, or the appreciation of farm 
work... It is also now a matter of 
ecology, of dealing properly with our 
environment. The times are different 
and agriculture must adapt itself to 
the new conditions which face humanity 
Ecological agriculture is sustai- 
nable. If it does not produce as 
many bushels of corn per hectare, it 
produces on more hectares and still 
leads to a world better fed because 
its Bpread is of lower cost, and more 
available to the small farmers who 
constitute the large majority of the

In the past two years the trickle 
has become a flood. More and more 
students are discovering that EAP ' s 
library is a goldmine of practical 
and scientific infonniation on a wide 
range of subjects including: 

- solar and other renewable energies; 

- ecological gardening & farming 
methods such as rotation, inter- 
cropping, manure handling, mulching, 
biological pest control; 

- economics of ecological farming 
systems 

- politics of food production; 

- environmental impact of conven- 
tional agriculture; 

- nutrition and health 

just to name a few. This information 
takes the form of books, journals, 
vertical files, bibliographies and 
films . 



But the library is only one side of 
EAP . We correspond with hundreds of 
organisations with similar interests 
around the world. We have lists of 
suppliers, schools with programs in 
related fields, books, films and eco- 
logical producers . We also monitor 
whatever research is being done in 
all related ^areas . 

In order to make contact with the 
public, EAP staff speak at confer- 
ences, in schools and at horti- 
cultural societies. As well, we 
help organise the student" group 
Ecolifestyles and the Macdonald 
College Food Coop. 

EAP staff has prepared slide tape 
shows on manure handling and on the 
whys and hows of ecological agri- 
culture. We also present briefs and 
prepare reports for various govern- 
ment departments . 

For the future, we're planning to 
expand our research activities, 
prepare more educational material, 
and increase our lobbying efforts.

What T am trying to demonstrate 
here is that agricultural sciences 
are a lot more than what has been 
taught to U8. It is very important 
that all of us become concious of 
its power here and all over the world 
It is for this reason that our educa- 
tion should "be wider in scope, dealing 
with at least one course in the poli- 
tics of food. Principles of ecology 
should be a compulsory course for 
all of us in agriculture because it 
will be part of the challenge of 
being agronomists to deal with 
resources which , while they are 
renewable, and also perishable 
(soil, water,...). Even if the 
agronomists deal mainly with the 
fundamentals of agriculre, he/she 
cannot morally escape the political 
issues that are tied in with it 
(grain embargoes^ the use of arable 
land for industrial purposses, the 
manipulation of the customers by 
such multinationals as Kraft, Nestle, 
Weston, and so on).
